Lippmann and Welles are distinguished 


publicists with definite, often critical, 
points of view as to what American foreign 
‘policies should and should not be. Both are 
advocates of building up the French nation 
as the keystone of Western European eco- 
nomic and military rehabilitation. Both fa- 
vor State Department supremacy over 
peacetime military organizations abroad. 
Both take long-range viewpoints, often 
speculative, and are not hampered by gov- 
ernmental responsibilities. 

Stokes is an interpretative reporter of 
current events in a quasi-military situation. 
His sources of information are government 
officials, mostly military, responsible for 
the success or failure of their missions. His 
dispatches must necessarily reflect the 
viewpoint of his source; of information. 

As explained to me, the conflict in the 
conclusions of the three writers results 
from the making and implementation of 
American political, military and economic 
policies to fit foreign conditions. 

In the military an: economic fields, Gen. 
Clay has enormous on-the-spot authority 
as the commander-in-chief of American mil- 
itary forces in Western Germany; in the 
economic field, as governor of the American 
zone, he has even greater powers. 

In the political field, however, he is 
bound by directives from Washington and 
shares authority with Robert D. Murphy, 
who has the rank of Ambassador. 

Much ‘of the actual difference between 
the Welles-Lippmann commentaries and 
the Stokes dispatches appears to.be based 
on differences of the particular times of 
Gen, Clay’s activities.

Much of the present confusion is the re- 
sult of our government’s lack of experience 
in international affairs. 

During the war, both under President 
Roosevelt and President Truman, this 
country was handicapped by lack of detailed 
political policies. An example was the deal 
made by the military ‘with Adm. Darlan 
at the time of the North African invasion. 
The military objective was put ahead of 
everything else. An example of a political 
decision without thought of the military 
consequence was our going into Berlin 
without a firm agreement for our own 
corridor into the city. It is against all 
military strategy to isolate troops without 
adequate means for reinforcement or with- 
drawal. 

Welles and Lippmann, with the advantage 
of being able to comment on mistakes 
already made, have been critical of much 
of the American basic policies made in 
Washington and have pointed to Gen. Clay 
as the man responsible, when he was merely 
using his own means of “implementing” the 
Washington policies or was making on-the- 
spot decisions when no instructions had 
come to him from Washington 

Welles, in a recent column, indicated 
‘that he favored voluntary withdrawal of 
American troops from their exposed posi- 
tion in Berlin. He said’ that such with- 
drawal “is a bitter price to pay for their 
(Western Powers) own lack of foresight, 
but should the general settlement involve 
such agreements as a peace treaty with 
Austria, the price would be justified.” 

Here Welles is criticizing the basic 
American policy, decided by Truman, Mar- 
shall and the military, to remain in Berlin.

My dear Mr. Ekern: 

I have your letter 
of May 17th saying

I should not feel 
it incumbent upon 
me to declare my

Very few if any of the counties are in a position 


to hire and employ expert readbuilders as ef- 
ficiently as is the Highway Commission. Even 
if they were, there would be an extensive dupli- 
cation of equipment. Of necessity there would 
be less perfect integration of supplementary 
roads with the main highway system than is now 
possible. As for the cities and towns, in return 
for the offered half-penny, they would Have to 
give up the right to impose their- own gasoline 
taxes. It is almost certain that they would be 
worse off for such a deal. 

The citizens of the various counties and towns 
would not be the beneficiaries. Those would be 
the multitude of local politicians who would get 
their hands into the state highway fund. That 
would become a pork barrel. Its continuation 
as such would be constitutionally guaranteed. 

There would be private beneficiaries. too, for 
there are other gimmicks in this proposition. 
Perhaps the most notorious is its exemption of 
the oil and gasoline industry from occupational 
taxes. Why should this industry be given such 
a privileged position? And why should this ex- 
emption be frozen into the state constitution? 

It is true that the Highway Commission would 
continue to get 2 cents as in the past. Rising 
costs, however, make it impossible to stretch 
this amount as far as it once went. And with 
the total tax raised to 344 cents, it is unlikely 
that legislators would vote a further increase. 


‘Thus with its income virtually fixed and with 


its expenses vastly increased, it would become 
more and more difficult for the commission to 
obtain federal funds on a matching basis. Adop- 
tion of the proposal thus would deprive Missouri 
of road money which it needs and which it 
ought to get. 

When it was voted in Jefferson City to sub- 
mit this issue to the electorate, Curtis Betts, 
Post-Dispatch political correspondent, wrote that 
it was the result of “the most effective lobbying 
at the Missouri -Legislature since the Union 
Electric lobby operated 10 years ago.” Submit- 
ted by Senator J. E. Curry, Ava Republican, the 
scheme has the full support of the gas and oi] in- 
terests, the big bus and truck operators, the 
Automobile Club of Missouri, the Missouri 
Farmers Association, the Missouri Farm Bureau 
Federation and other groups which expect direct 
benefits under it. 

A few of the smaller cities of the state have 
been won over to the’cause of this lobby by that 
half-penny which has been dangled before them 
like the proverbial carrot in front of the don- 
key’s nose. St. Louis, Kansas City and other 
Missouri communities, however, are organizing 
their oppesition. Mayor Kaufmann has met 
with representatives of the other cities, and a 
committee has been formed to fight the measure 
not merely as an invasion of home rule, but as 
a threat to municipal finances. 

But this is no city vs. country fight. Urban 
and rural interests rarely have been more 
closely allied. The old Citizens Road Associa- 
tion, a predominantly rural organization, has 
taken the lead in forming the new Missouri 
Good Roads Committee to help defeat the pro- 
posal. Speaking for this group, Thad Snow of 
Charleston, long a worker for better highways. 
said the Curry amendment is “wholly mischiev- 
ous. The oil interests, including their dupes and 
hirelings, are willing to wreck our road progrem.” 

Every bit of such organizational effort will be 
needed in the campaign ahead. The proponents 

of the amendment are going concerns. They 
have ample funds. Already they are turning 
loose a flood of misleading propaganda. They 
are perverting the genuine need for more and 
better roads—and the need for the money to 
build them—into an argument for their self- 
ishly fabricated nostrum. |

What courageous men and women have done 
in Peoria county, other courageous men and 
women can do from the Wisconsin line to Cairo. 
Other grand juries can and should investigate 
and call for prosecution of any and all officials 
who have been parties to protected lawbreaking, 
whether for money bribes or favors. They can 
and should go after every sign that gambling 
syndicates and slot- machines have bought off 
the officers elected to enforce the law. 

The one county which should be moving with 
most determination is Sangamon county. It is 
more than a representative county in the heart 
of the state.

Is Springfield the capital of corruption as well? 

That is a question for grand jurors of Sanga- 
mon county to accept and answer just as the 
fearless grand jurors of Peoria county answered 
with indictments for malfeasance in office, at- 
tempted bribery and perjury. 

Many of the facts about lawlessness in Sanga- 
mon county have already been exposed in the 
Post-Dispatch. It is the scene of the unsolved 
murder of a gambling game operator. It has 
a State's Attornéy, John W. Curren, whe has 
shown no more interest in law enforcement 
against the gambling syndicates than Roy P. 
Hull showed in Peoria county. It has a Sheriff 
in Meredith J. Rhule, who frankly told the Post- 
Dispatch that he knew that commercialized gam- 
bling was wide open and that he intended to do 
nothing about it. 

Springfield is the city from which one or more 
state officials drove out in the direction of Peo- 
ria to collect the $2000 monthly payoff from 
the Sheltons, who then were free to run their 
gambling rackets. Springfield is the headquer- 
ters of the Tllinois State Highway Police, some 
of whose members have been chauffeurs for 
gamblers and other underworld associates. It 
is the seat of the office of Gov. Dwight H. Green, 
who has not once opened his mouth to the peo- 
ple of Illinois about these shocking revelations 
although they have been in progress for more 
than a month. It is the seat of the office of At- 
torney Géneral George F. Barrett who sees no 
need for action on “my part.” 

The Ministerial Alliance and the Good Gov- 
ernment League of Springfield and other civie 
groups can bring about bold grand jury action 
such as has come out of Peoria. May they 
get going at once and follow relentlessly just 
as high as the trail leads!

Russia was bankrupt, 
they said, Where would the money come 
from? 


In 1928 there were not half a dozen 


econémists in the United States who saw 
the looming depression. On the contrary, 
many were coming to believe that 4 per- 
manent plateau had been reached. 


After the stock market collapse in 1929, 


few financial experts would admit that it 
was more than a little swerve-and a 
healthy one at that. 
assured, was "just around the corner. 


Prosperity, we were 


In 1940 experts affirmed that with a 


federa] debt of the staggering proportions 


of 45 billion dollars it would be exceedingly 
difficult if not impossible to finance a 


program for defense and rearmament. It 
proved, on the contrary, surprisingly casy. 


As we entered the war, economists 


sternly bade the nation choose between 
guns or butter; we could not have both. 
We got both; the mightiest assortment of 
guns in humen history, and a volume of 
consumer goods slightly greater than bde-

Economists may 
somctimes de the same; but as often as 
not they have to weit to formulate their 
theory until the practical man has him- 
self turned the corner... . 


There have been correct predictions, too. 
Roger Babson achieved 2 prodigious réepu- 
tation by forecasting the great slump of 
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Stuer? Chase 
1929 a few weeks before it struck. But 
observe, if economics were a science, the 


majority of the profession would have 
checked hig calculations and agreed with 


him,

Society as viewed by the laissez-faire 
school, observes Dr. Mayo, consists of a 
rabble of unorganized individuals acting in 
a manner logically caleulated te serve the 
self-interest of each, and yet by a curious 
alchemy called “natural law,” achieving 
harmony in the whole. Anthropologists 
have not discovered anything correspond- 
ing to this state of affairs. 


Men Don’t Behave That Way 


The number of people activated by logi- 
cal self-interest is extremely small. In 
Mayo’s extensive clinical work over @ 30- 
year period, he finds that human beings 
relapse into exclusive self-interest only 
when society has failed them. 

Mayo is an industrial psychologist, but 
many economists agree with him. As far 
back as 1914, Wesley C. Mitchell, now per- 
haps the foremost American econémist, an- 
ticipated Mayo, Hconomists, he said, have 
“tacitly imputed to the men whose be- 
havior they were analyzing, certain traits 
congiatent with common sense and con- 
venient for theorizing, especially the pleas- 
ure-pain principle”... Yet when hedonism 
was dethroned by the psychologists, it was 
ruled that psychology is no concern of the 
economist. 

This neat clision leaves classical. aco- 
nomic theory so purified and rarefied that 
human nature has no place in it. 

S. Howard Patterson in his address te 
the American’ Economie Association in 
1946 supports the position of Mitchell and 
Mayo, “There are no natural laws of hu- 
man society to impede our progress,” he 
says, “there are only physical laws of 
natural science whose discovery by some 
men permits utilization by all men. ... 
Natural rights behind which vested inter- 


ests once lurked have been discovered te 
be only shadows.”

Characters That Produce 


Plots in Short Stories

HE physical limitations of 

the short story necessarily 

require an extreme economy 
in the business of character 
portrayal. Fortunately most 
readers are satisfied with the 
barest outline and will accept on 
faith anything the author 
chooses to tell them about his 
heroes and heroines if he can fit 
them into a story that has ac- 
tion and suspense. For this rea- 
son the general run of short 
stories are distinguished, if at 
all, for their mechanical ingenu- 
ity. Even classic examples — 
some of the works of Guy de 
Maupassant for instance — are 
galvanized mainly by an idea or 
a situation and another sort of 
person often could be substituted 
for the main character thout 
forcing a change in the plot. 

It is unusual then to encoun- 
ter a short story which is both a 
character study and a sequence 
of events which involves the ac- 
cumulation and release of ten- 
sion. Harry Sylvester, a young 
American writer who is published 
quite often in the magazines, has 
written a number of stories 
which correspond to this descrip- 
tion and several of his best may 
be found in a newly published 
collection of 14, called ‘‘All Your 
Idols” (Henry Holt and Co.). 

Most of the stories in this 
book are concerned with an in- 
dividual’s response to a fixed idea. 
In “Beautifully and Bravely’’— 
one of the best—the two main 
characters are matadors each of 
whom has a special conception 
of what the honor of his profes- 
sion demands. Luis Garcia, the 
Spaniard makes his encounter 
with the bull a sort of ritual 
dance of precision and beauty. 
Jose Gomez, the Mexican Indian 
is celebrated for his ornate 
bravery. But as often happens 
with idealists each man some- 
times envies the special quality 
of the other. So at a critical 
moment in a dangerous fight— 
the bull is fierce and cagey—we 
find Garcia reacting to the 
taunts of the crowd and the in- 
different smile of a stupid movie 
actress by imitating the showy 
bravado of Gomez. 


Garcia is shocked into’a re- 
sumption of his own style only 
when he realizes that Gomez is 
trying to fight “gracefully and 
intelligently’ and -he doesn’t 
know: how. The results are 
tragic and ironic. Garcia sur- 
vives—but one infers that he 
would have preferred the horn 
of the bull to the bitterness that 
will lie festering in his mind 
for the rest of his days.

force threatens man with a fun- 
damental reorganization of so- 
ciety. 

In the present state of public 
apathy, the title of this book is 
likely to make many people pick 
it up, see the words “Atomic 
Age,”” and put it aside with a 
yawn. Yet it is-a skillful job, a 
collection of brilliantly-written 
pieces relating what might be 
termed the human side of atomic 
energy. 

Lang is concernel with what 
is going on in the minds of the 
people who are learning how to 
use atomic energy, and the con- 
ditions under which they have 
been and are working. For the 
most part, he leaves to others 
the job of explaining what 
atomic energy is.

The Nature of Upton Sinclair's Appeal 


ONE CLEAR CALL, A. ag Sin- 
clair, (Viking Press, 629 pgs., $3.50.) 
HERE is a sharp and slight- 
ly painful irony in my having 
to explain the success of a 
series of books which I once had 
the opportunity to publish and 
rashly, for reasons which now 
seem inadequate, turned down. 

Upton Sinclair had already 
published over 40 novels and a 
dozen plays when the “World's 
End” or Lanny Budd series came 
on the scene in the form of an 
enormous and untidy manuscript, 
the forerunner of nine fat and 
prosperous volumes which have 
duly appeared in the past eight 
years. From a publisher’s stand- 
point these represent a tidy prop- 
erty. The total printing has run 
to 1,500,000 copies in the United 
States and England. The series 
will shortly be available in 20 
other languages including Tamil, 
Bengali, Hebrew and Czech. “A 
World to Win,” which appeared 
in 1946, alone accounted for 
730,474 of the American sales. 
Clearly there must be some good 
reason for such world-wide ap- 
preciation. 

And yet, on rescanning earlier 
volumes and bulldozing con- 
scientiously through the present 
one; this slightly red-faced re- 
viewer comes back to the same 
stubborn conclusion. Upton Sin- 
clair is a mellow, old man-of- 
good-will, a genial Socialist. At 
70 he must know how to write 
and his energies are unimpaired 
and terrific. Yet his novels have

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World Church Council Ends 
Assembly on a Note of Unity 


Groups Determined to Stay Together as 
Spiritual Force Against Intolerance 
and War, Officer Says.

The assemb! religious 
groups Ps, AR 150 Protestant 
and orthodox churches arrived at 
the conclusion there is no such 
thing as a “just” war and rejected 
both Communism and _ laissez- 
faire (uncontrolled) capitalism as 
a means of assuring freedom and 
justice in the world, 

Willem Adolf Visser T. Hooft, 
general secretary of the World 
Council, said the groups were de- 
termined to stay together in what 
amounts to a covenant between 
the churches. He said such a 
covenant would produce a spiri- 
tual force in the world to combat 
intolerance and war. 


Differences Settled. 


Hooft, a member of the Dutch 
Reformed Church, asserted that 
the assembly had gone even 
further than promoting a world- 
wide church movement. He said 
the conference had learned to 
speak frankly and openly, with 
the result that differences rising 
out of varied denominational and 
national backgrounds had 0»not 
been so great they could not be 
settled. 


In addition, he said, theologians 
arrived at a better understanding 
of lay problemis. 


Council officials said thg find- 
ings which the assembly com- 
mended to the churches for 
“serious study and appropriate 
action” would provide material for 
churches to reflect in their teach- 
ing. The churches will take no 
formal action on the pronounce- 
ments of the council, which are 
intended only as guidance. 

Comment by Delegate Taft. 

Charles P. Taft, Episcopal lay 
delegate of Cincinnati, O., gave 
the opinion that Communism had 


lack of social consciousness on 
the rest of the world, It was on 
his suggestion that the council ac- 
cepted an amended report which 
quailified a previous flat rejection 
of capitalism with the term “lais- 
sez faire.” 


Taft also felt the United States 
need “not be ashamed over its 
treatment of the racial problem, 
in view of the racial question in 
South Africa, Palestine and India.” 
He said he did not condone what 
had not been done in the United 
States, but that he believed the 
United States had done “as good 
a job” as other areas of the world 
confronted with the same problem. 


The assembly in its final pro- 
nouncemMent urged churches to 
speak boldly in opposing “terror, 
cruelty and race discrimination,” 
and to answer with a firm “no” 
those who sow the seeds of war 
Or urge war as inevitable. 


The youth group in the assem- 
bly held parallel discussions and 
submitted a report saying it was 
“forced to lay more emphasis than 
the assembly commissions’ thought 
fit on the breakdown in family 
life—for we believe the family is 
the first training ground in mu- 
tual responsibility and under- 
standing and for the transcendanht 
values of life.”

The United States is sending 
105 delegates from 35 states, in- 
cluding Cord Meyer Jr., president 
of the American United World 
Federalists, Inc.; Cass Canfield, 
head of Harper Brothers publish- 
ing house; Emery Reeves, author 
of “The Anatomy of Peace;” Nor- 
man Cousins, editor of The Satur- 
day Review of Literature, and 
Edgar A. Mowrer, editor and au- 
thor. 

Germany and Japan will be rep- 
resented for the first time. Other 
delegates will come from Britain, 
France, Belgium, The Netherlands, 
Luxembourg, Italy, Denmark, Nor- 
way, Sweden, Turkey, Canada, the 
Philippines, China, India and 
Pakistan. 

The convention’s first aim is to 
organize a “world referendum” on 
the basis of one vote for every 
1,000,000 inhabitants to determine 
whether the United Nations Char- 
ter should be scrapped and re- 
placed by world federal govern- 
ment. 

The referendum would be held 
before 1950, and a world constitu- 
tion would be drawn up before the 
next convention in Geneva next 
year.

NE THOUSAND MILES north

American flag stands a stately 
old house of dull gray stucco with 
4iender white pillars. A totem 
pole of the Haida Yndians, frown- 
ing down on the portico, is all 
that identifies the building as the 
home of the continent’s most 
northerly sovereign—the Governor 
of Alaska. 

, Slender woman with 
young face and gray hair has pre- 
sided over this weather-worn man- 
sion longer than any other host- 
ess in the 8l-year history of Alas- 
ka under American rule. 

Her name is Dorothy Gruening. 
She is the wife of a former sur- 
geon and later editor, Ernest 
Gruening who in 1939 became 
Alaska’s Governor by appointment 
of the late President Roosevelt. 

In addition to being Alaska’s 
first lady of longest tenure, Doro- 
thy Gruening is in many respects 
the most remarkable. 

She has visited remote Eskimo 
and Indian villages where no other 

wife has ever been.

Although three times a grand- 
mother, she still swims in the 
cold, giacier-nourished waters of 
Favorite Channel near Juneau. 
She fishes for trout and salmon 
and she paddles an aluminum, 
red-colored canoe. 

This is the ninth year that Dor- 
othy Gruening has been the host- 
ess at the Governor’s mansion, a 
comfortable but dilapidated old 
building, constructed more than a 
third of a century ago during the 
administration of William How- 
ard Taft.

It seems 
a remarkable thing—and also significant—that a quarter-million 
copies of the former work have sold since its publication in 
America. The significance, I think, is that intelligent men are 
seeking through study of the past to pierce the mists of doubt 
and misgiving which shroud the future. 

“The premise on which Professor Toynbee bases his thinking 
and conclusions is a hopeful one—far more so than that of 
his predecessor, Oswald Spengler. It is that there is a spiritu- 
alityin man which gives rise to the recurring creative force 
upon which all known civilizations have risen. The history of 
each-civilization—and Toynbee regards them all as contempo- 
raty against a background of geological and astronomical time 
—ig a history of challenge and response. 
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As long as the response is successful, the civilization 
continues to advance. When it no longer meets ‘the 
challenges which face it, disintegration takes place and 
the civilization dies, But in all death there is rebirth 
and Toynbee finds in religion the continuing fire which 
keeps human histery moving forward. And he believes, 
moreover, that any civilization might find the spiritual 
and creative strength to continue meeting the chal- 
lenges which face it.

NEWPORT, R.L, Sept. 4. 


HEN the John Jacob Astor 
Westate. “Chetwode,” went on 
the auction block in Newport 
recently, it marked the end and 
the beginning of an era. 
Definitely, it marked the end of 
an era of elegance in Newport, an 
era in which great wealth and 
glittering names dominated the 
Newport scene, with the Astors 
and the Vanderbilts as Newport's 
social arbiters. 


It marked the end of a period 
in which the great “marble cot- 
tages,” staffed by whole armies of 
servants, were a “must” to anyone 
who belonged—or hoped to belong 
—to the Four Hundred. 

For Newport, from well before 
the Civil War, had always been 
the summer spot for the cream of 
society in this country. ‘The Bel- 
monts, the Vanderbilts and the 
Astors always summered here. 
They built or bought lavish estates 
on swank Bellevue avenue and 
they entertained on a royal scale. 
Newport's social register has al- 
ways listed the best-known names 
—and foreign titles—in society. 

But it is no secret that in the 
months past, things have happened 
to the social scene. One of the 
most significant changes was the 
decision of the Countess Laszlo 
Szechenyi, the former Gladys Van- 
derbilt, to lease her family man- 
sion, “The Breakers,” to the 
Preservation Society of Newport 
for one year, with the understand- 
ing that it would be opened to the 
general public at an admission fee. 

This in itself was a radical de- 
parture from the past. The man- 
sion, built by the Countess’s fath- 
er, Cornelius Vanderbilt Ils one 
of the most pretentious Newport 
has ever xnown. It was designed 
by Richard Morris Hunt, the so- 
ciety architect, who also planned 
many other Newport mansions. 

Vanderbilt wanted his summer 
hoMe to surpass anything then in 
existence in Newport. So Hunt 
Planned an ornate “summer cot- 
tage” of 70 rooms, importing ex- 
pensive materials from Europe 
for it. 

Last year, Robert Goelet, son of 
financier Ogden Goelet who built 
“Ochre Court” at a reputed cost 
of $5,000,000, gave the mansion to 
the Sisters of Mercy to be used 
as a Catholic girls’ college. Today, 
there is a chapel in what once was 
an elaborate ballroom, and the 
girls attend classes in the huge 
satin brocade-lined bedrooms. 

Mr. and Mrs. Goelet moved into 
a much smaller, though still ade- 
quate, house on Bellevue avenue. 
Ochre Court, after all, has 50 
rooms. 

Exactly what is happening is 
this: Newport .is demo- 
eratic. Once so exclusive that 
only the very wealthy, with a social 
register could

a Newport but was never en- 
couraged to do so. Then, too, so- 
ciety summering in Newport to- 
day no longer wants to live on the 
lavish scale established by its fa- 
thers and grandfathers. And even 
if it wanted to, the cost would be 
prohibitive. 

Few wealthy men today care to 
maintain a summer estate which 
must be staffed by 50 servants— 
true with many Newport estates. 
Few of them wish to give dinner 
parties for 100 .persons, with a 
footman to serve each guest. 

Few of them wish to imitate 
Newport’s famous Diamond Ball, 
at which each guest was given a 
diamond as a souvenir. Few of 
them care to pay a $10,000 grocery 
bill for a three-months’ period—a 
habit not at all uncommon with 
their fathers. 
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LL of which brings us right 

back to John Jacob Astor 

and “Chetwode.” When Astor 
bought the estate in 1934 for his 
first wife, Ellen Tuck French, he 
paid $143,500 for the 14-room villa 
and five acres surrounding it. 

When the estate went on the 
block recently, it brought few bids. 
The cream of New York and New- 
port society attended the auction, 
apparently to watch and listen. 
Finally, the estate was sold to 
James O'Donnell, a real estate 
dealer who had bought. several 
other Newport estates, for a mere 
$70,000, less than half its assessed 
value. 

A few days later, Astor changed 
his mind. He said simply that the 
bid did not meet the price he had 
in mind. O’Donnell threatened to 
sue but the matter was dropped. 
At present, Astor is occupying the 


. villa with his second wife, 
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first, the house and half the land; 
second, the other half of the land, 
and third, the entire property. 

On the first day, there was a 
single offer of $5000 for the first 
parcel, and a single bid of $4000 
for the second parcel. The sale 
was called off until the next day. 


But the next day, the bidding 
was just as listless. Only one bid 
of $9500 was submitted for the 
entire property and the estate 
went for this sum. 

Perhaps it was this sale, as 
much as anything, which made 
the average Newporter understand 
that the old glitter is gone and a 
new day is here. 

What does the change mean? 
It means, for one thing, that New- 
port, like other New England 
towns, is welcoming visitors. 

For Newport has a colorful his- 
tory, a history which it has largely 
ignored in favor of its swank sum- 
mer colony. Settled in 1639, it still 
has some 400 pre-Revolutionary 
buildings, many of them in good 
condition. 

It has the cool and much-vaunt- 
ed summer climate which first 
drew society and which is just as 
much appreciated by people un- 
known to the social register. 

It has superb sailing courses and 
smooth beaches. It is, and always 
has been, the home of the Navy. 

These are the things to which 
Newport is beginning .to point 
with pride. 

In realizing that the old order 
has gone for good, Newport is 
doing something it has never done 


_ before—building small, moderately 


priced homes to meet popular de- 
mand. Formerly, there was no 
need to do this. Outsiders, as ev- 
ery reader of society pages for 
the past 50 years knows very well, 
were not encouraged to come in. 

Today, many builders are erect- 
ing small, compact homes in the 
shadows of the great estates at 
an average cost of $14,000, replac- 
ing the “million-dollar mansions” 
which were once the rule in New- 
port,

I don’t look much like Adam,. 
and no one would ever mistak@ 
my wife Jean for Eve, but we 
are living better than that couple 
ever did. 

Our home here in the Vale of< 
Kashmir is a 105-foot howsévoat, 
made entirely of hand-carved wal- 
nut. We have two bedrooms, two 
baths, a big dining room, a bigger 
living room, and a sun deck, all 
luxuriously furnished. 
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Hitched on to our houseboat 
are two smaller boats. one 4 
cook boat, the other the serv- 
ant’s living quarters. Tied 
alongside is a third boat, our 
shikara, which is 9 (ype of 
Venetian gondola, much 
more comfortable because it has 
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WE HAVE FOUR houseboat 
servants who are offended if you 
exert yourself to the extent of 
straightening your tie. Before my 
creditors die of apoplexy let me 
hasten to point out the cost of 
this Aga Khan type of living. 

The houseboat, including any- 
thing you want to order to eat at 
any time of day or night, plus the 
shikara, plus the boatmen, plus 
all the servants, costs fifteen (15) 
rupees a day, which is a little less 
than $5, 
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THE SCENIC BEAUTY, of 
course, is for free. Our houseboat 
is moored among willow trees, 
through which the magnificently 
plumaged kingfishers and bulbuls 
dart all day. 

The setting for the lake is 
provided by Himalayan peaks, 
many of them crowned with snow. 

This is the time in Kashmir 
when the lotus is in full bloom. 
When we take a ride in our 
shikara, the boatmen have to force 
their way through beds of these 
unbelievably beautiful flowers. 
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There cannot be a more ex- 
quisite bouquet than those made 
of lotus by the boatmen. They 
take a giant lotus leaf and 
pierce it with half a dozen of 
the enormous blossoms. 
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SRINAGAR IS A combination of 
Venice and Switzerland. The main 
street is the river Jhelum, which 
twists in and out for miles, and 
is crowded with houseboats of 
every description. 

Fully half of the population of 
Srinagar lives on boats on the 
river or on the canals and lakes 
which it feeds. 

There are more than a thou- 
sand of the large hand-carved 
houseboats, similar to ours, for 
rent to tourists. Due to the war 
now being fought nearby there are 
no tourists, and ours is the only 
boat occupied. 
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THE KASHMIRIAN people are 
really desperate. For centuries, 
since the time the Moghuls dis- 
covered it as a summer resort 
where they could escape the blis- 
tering heat of the plains of India, 
Kashmir has depended on tourist 
money. Now there is none, and no- 
where can there be found such a

The paintings were sold by Mrs. 
Origen S. Seymour of Litchfield, 
Conn., through a New York dealer 


for $10,000 each. One is a por- 
trait of Mrs. Seymour’s ances- 
tor, Maj. Moses Seymour, and 
the other of the major’s wife and 
their youngest son, Epaphroditus. 

The painting of Maj. Seymour, 
which shows him in the Conti- 
nental Army uniform standing in 
the open country near Litchfield 
with the spire of the village 
church on the horizon, has been 
described by Frederick Fairchild 
Sherman, art critic, as “one of the 
finest military portraits in cos- 
tume ever produced in this coun- 
try.” 

Mrs. Seymour is shown in a 
rust-covered silk dress with a 
white fischu.

The Home Building Industry broke all existing records for new home construction in 1947 by 
completing 835,000 new homes. Based on a 40-hour week, this. means that the industry com- 
pleted 413 new homes every hour.

What does a worker in a factory or office care what the com- 
pany has to pay for a new building? So little that political demagogues in Congress and the de- 
structionists who call themselves liberals and socialists know that the public cannot be aroused.

WHO GOT NEW HOMES IN 1947? 


The nation's “lower income groups" got the lions' share of all new housing built in 1947, accord- 
ing to the latest report on housing by the Construction Industry Information Committee, an in- 


dependent fact finding group. 


Using Bureau of Labor Statistics, Federal Housing Administration and Veterans Administration 
statistics, the report shows that lower-income groups got 86 per cent of all new housing built 
last year, and the higher-income brackets (over $5000) got only 14 per cent. Moreover, the report 
shows, the Home Building Industry built its homes within reach of at least 75 per cent of all the 
nation’s families, Home Builders provided new homes in proper proportions for families in every 
. income group except the highest 1/Sth and the lowest 1/10th (the latter group not even in the 


market). 


THESE FACTS REFUTE THE ADVERSE CRITICISM WHICH /CLAIMS THAT THE 
HOME BUILDING INDUSTRY HAS BEEN FALLING DOWN ON ITS JOB BY PROVID- 
ING NEW HOMES ONLY FOR FAMILIES WITH HIGH INCOMES. 


WHAT CAN BE DONE ABOUT SLUM CLEARANCE? 


There are two basic approaches to the slum problem. No. 1 involves the repair and moderniza- 
tion of structurally sound buildings in slum areas so that such dwellings may be restored to safe, 
healthful and sound conditions for living. No. 2 approach involves the wholesale condemnation 


and demolition of large blighted areas. 


In the No. 1 approach, remarkable strides have been made by the City of Baltimere under the 
Baltimore Housing Law Enforcement program. Over 8500 housing units have been rehabilitated 
since inception of the program, which is simply a program of enforcement of existing health, 
sanitation and building codes toe bring sub-standard slum dwellings up to @ minimum standard. 
Enforcement is provided by agencies of the municipal government. Tenants as well as owners 
are required to meet the requirements of the existing code with respect to health and sanitation. 


The No. 2 approach calls for a redevelopment pian under which areas suited to commercial uses 
are devoted to that purpose; these best suited for housing, parks and other uses are zoned accord- 
ingly. The land is made available for "private" development on a bid basis or for public uses as 
the case may be. The increased tax revenues as a result of new construction being pleced on 
such redeveloped land will within a reasenable time amortize losses resulting from the sale of 
vacant land after demolition. Under these plans the local municipality underwrites the initial loss, 
or as it is more familiarly known, the "Writedown". The loss is repaid through increased tax rev- 
enues. Both appreaches pay remarkable dividends in community improvement, health, welfare of 
the population and community pride. 


Slums exist in many of our major cities because of the lack of enforcement of existing local 
health, sanitation and building codes. Slum clearance by either method is far better than the 
expenditure of vast sums of Federal taxpayers’ money to “bail out” local ‘communities which 
have been derelict in their duties in the enforcement of their own codes, or have been so in- 
dolent as not to embark upon sound urban redevelopment and slum clearance plans.

PUBLIC HOUSING ... A THREAT TO FREE ENTERPRISE 


The most persistent plea for public housing is that private enterprise can’t produce decent hous- 
ing for families of modest income. 

Even supporters of public housing have seen its dangers as a “political bear trap.” Langdon W. 
Post, a regional director of the Federal Public Housing Authority, referred to public housing as 
a “BRAND-NEW POLITICAL FRUIT WHICH HAS ENORMOUS POSSIBILITIES FOR

The nation’s home builders, working under the private enterprise system, now are building homes 
at A RECORD RATE OF 1,000,000 PER YEAR, Under the T.-E.-W. Bill the government 
would build 500,000 housing units ... a tiny fraction of the need ... and take five years in 
which to build them. During this same five-year period, according to the present rate, private 
enterprise would construct in excess of 5,000,000 housing units. Under the proposed public hous- 
ing bill, the government would be in competition with private enterprise ... would take materials 
and labor which private builders need and are now using. 


In most European countries the government is doing all the building. These European Bureau- 
crats at best when compared with the private Home Builders are doing a pathetically poor job.
